Akita that bit housekeeper ordered out of Andover

John Shaughnessy of Osgood Street had until 
today, Thursday, to find a new home for his Akita 


dog Tasha. 


The black and white puppy stands about two 
feet tall and weighs about 60 pounds. A guard dog 
by nature, Tasha can be aggressive to strangers, 


Shaughnessy admits. 


Town officials decided Monday night not to 
wait for further proof. They ordered Shaughnessy 
to remove the dog from Andover permanently 
after hearing that Tasha had attacked the Shaugh- 
nessy family’s housekeeper last October. 


The housekeeper 
went to the hospital 
with bites and puncture 
wounds on her right 
arm. The dog also went 
after other pets in the 
neighborhood on sever- 
al occasions, according 
to testimony from 
police and concerned 
neighbors.

Selectman wants audit of special ed costs | 


By Rebecca Piro 

Special education costs are 
exploding, and Selectman Brian 
Major wants to know what’s set- 
ting them off. 

After watching this year’s spe- 
cial-education costs climb 23 per- 
cent — close to 10 percent of the 
town’s overall education budget 
he’s requested an audit of 
Andover’s special-education 
spending and services. 

“T'd like to have a full audit so 
we can see what the state is 
requesting of us and what we’re 
actually performing,” Major says 
“Can we identify what’s driving 
our costs to go through the roof?” 

Massachusetts school districts 
are required to pay for the special 
education of students who attend 
the regular public schools, as well 
as that of students who are trans- 
ported to special schools or coun- 
seling. 

Last year, the school depart- 
ment budgeted $2.6 million for 
special education. Actual costs 
were $3.1 million. This year, the 
budget increased 23 percent from 
that adjusted number to hit $3.8 
million. 

Is it the actual cost of the ser- 
vices that is climbing? Or has 
Andover’s number of special edu- 
cation students increased dramati- 
cally? Finding answers to those 
questions will help the town if and 
when it asks the state or federal 
governments for special education 
aid, says Major. 

“We're struggling, but we have 
nothing to grab onto and say, ‘This 


is what we need help with,” he 
Says. 

Rather than hire an independent 
firm to gather information, Major 
wants to ask the Department of 
Education for help. 

It may turn out that Andover is 
providing services over and above 
the state requirements. If so. Major 
doesn’t rule out cutting some of 
those extra services to bring down 
spending. 

“At some point there is a break- 
ing point where a community can’t 
afford additional costs, and we're 
very close to that,” he says 

The school department’s pre- 
liminary budget for 2003 includes 
some new teaching positions for 
special education, Major adds 

Susan O’Brien, director of spe- 
cial education in Andover, was not 
available to comment Wednesday 
on whether those positions are 
required by the state 

If special-education costs con- 
tinue to escalate, and the town 
does not get some help, it will take 
a toll on other services, says Major. 
More money spent on special edu- 
cation means less money that’s 
available for regular education. 

“If we see another 20-percent 
increase in special education next 
year, can we afford that? I’m not 
sure we can. If we do, it might be 
to the detriment of the other ser- 
vices,” he says. 

Major plans to discuss the issue 
further at a meeting of the select- 
men, Finance Committee and 
School Committee on Monday, 
Feb. 25.

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Amnesty for state’s 
taxpaying deadbeats? 


State representative proposes 60-day 
window to help give state coffers boost

State Rep. Barry Finegold has a 
new strategy to get tax delinquents 
lO pay up. 

Instead of slapping on penalties 
for unpaid income taxes, Finegold 
wants to wipe the slate clean — and 
give delinquents 
a chance to settle 
up once and for 
all. 

He’s co-spon- 
soring a piece of 
legislation called 
the Tax Amnesty 
Plan. If passed, 
the plan would 
forgive — from 
May | until June 
3() this year — all 
penalties accrued 
on a delinquent 
payer’s record. 
It’s an opportuni- 
ty for a person to 
pay only the 
taxes they owe, 


even on its anticipated tax rev- 
enues that were projected last 
year, he says. But, with the Tax 
Amnesty Plan, Finegold is betting 
that the state will collect more 
money that it will without it. 

The state took a similar route in 
1983 and col- 
lected $86 mil- 
lion. Finegold

“It’s not like we're going to do 
it for a year,” he says. “Because 
it’s such a short window, we're not 
setting the precedent that it’s OK 
not to pay your taxes.” 

The bill technically cheats the 
State out of penalty money it’s 
been waiting for. But Finegold is 
willing to take the gamble that 
Massachusetts will get more out 
of this bill than it would have lost 
without it.

So far, Andover has seen very 
few snowflakes this winter — an 
unsettling parallel with last year 
for people who remember what 
happened in March. 

“We got killed!” says Public 
Works Director Jack Petkus. 

He’s referring to the snowfall 
and the snow-removal budget that 
went kablooey as workers cleared 
as much as three feet of snow that 
piled up in two days. 

Last year’s $1.1 million snow- 
removal budget — of which DPW 
had already spent about $1 million 
before the March blizzard fell - 
was busted by hundreds of thou- 
sands of dollars by the time the 
snow melted. 

This year, Andover could be 
headed down the same path. The 
town has seen only 19 inches of 
snow all winter, but it’s spent 
$600,000 of its $1.1 million bud- 
get. That leaves $500,000. 
Although that’s more than DPW 
had last year at this time, if anoth- 
er March storm does happen, 
Petkus says DPW won’t be much 
better off. 

“We'd get killed!” he says. 

It’s not that DPW has already 
forgotten what happened last year, 
and failed to plan for it, says 
Petkus. Rather, he says spending 
money is just as unpreventable as 
the weather itself. 

Whenever it snows just enough 
to make the roads slippery - 
whether it’s 10 feet or two inches 
— the plows, or at the very least the 
sanders, have to go out, Petkus 
says. It costs just as much to pay a 
driver overtime in a storm as it 
does in a squall.

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“The total snowfall has only 
been 19 inches, but we’ve been 
out 13 times,” Petkus says. “It’s 
been pain-in-the-neck storms. It’s 
better to have all the snow at once. 
You plow and you’re done. But to 
have an inch here and an inch 
there is a lot of aggravation.” 

So are the people who decide 
to send out the sanders plow- 
happy? Petkus says no. 

“Our jobs is to get the roads in 
a safe condition,” Petkus says. 

If snow starts during the day- 
time hours, DPW makes the deci- 
sion to sand and plow. If it’s after 
hours, and the DPW staff has gone 
home, the police will alert some- 
one from the highway department 
that the roads need attention. 

“We will call if it’s an emer- 
gency,” says Lt. Jim Hashem. 
“T've made the call many times. If 
you get one or two people report-

ing slippery roads, (you call). You 
want to err on the side of caution.” 
Petkus says he’s not going to 
scrimp and save, either, by just not 
plowing. On Monday, during a 
squall that lasted about two hours, 
a sander drove slowly down 
Chestnut Street, throwing sand 
across the road. Two other drivers 
Were out doing the same thing in 
other parts of town. Another two 
workers refilled sand barrels at 
places like Town Offices. In total. 
it cost the town about $200 — the 
cost of the salt and sand. No over- 
time workers had to come in. 
Petkus says he won’t try to 
stockpile the money in the snow- 
removal budget by keeping the 
plows parked, despite last year’s 
budget bust. “To hold off, and not 
send the plows out? That doesn’t 
make any sense to us,” he says. 
“You don’t play those games.”

PA graduate Ted Forstmann, 
Class of 1957, donated $2 mil- 
lion for the construction. 

However, the humble busi- 
nessman requested the rink be 
named after Fred “Ted” Harri- 
son, a popular PA coach, 
teacher and athletic director. In 
addition, Forstmann requested 
the rink’s training room be 
named for the late John “Jake” 
Bronk, another popular sports 
figure at PA. 

PA officials have said the 
rink’s construction is a key part 
of the Andover Campaign, a 
six-year fundraising effort that 
will net $200 million for new 
projects and renovations around 

campus. PA is in the fifth year 
of that campaign and has raised 
more than $140 million.

Ballardvale got the short end of 
the stick in last week’s Andove) 
Townsman. Although there was 
nothing factually inaccurate in the 
article, or the editorial, the Towns 
man’s desire to create a controver- 
sy has minimized the hard work of 
many area residents, local busi- 
hesses and town employees. Since 
1999, Ballardvale residents have 
been working with the town to 
find solutions to complex traffic 
problems that affect our neighbor- 
hood. Area residents presented an 
article to Town Meeting in 2000 
and received funding for the Bal- 
lardvale Neighborhood Improve- 
ment Plan. The objective was to 
Create a master plan that looked at 
the cause and affect of increased 
traffic volumes within a historic 
neighborhood. The primary goal 
Was to try to find a way to mitigate 
the negative impact that traffic can 
have on historic character and 
pedestrian safety. 

With the funds received at 
Town Meeting, the town hired an 
urban-design and traffic-engineer- 
ing consultant to help the Ballard- 
vale/Lowell Junction Traffic Task 
Force craft the Ballardvale Neigh- 
borhood Improvement Plan. Over 
the next 12 months a series of four 
public meetings were held. These 
meetings were well attended: they 
were public and they gave a forum 
to neighbors, businesses and town 
officials who wished to discuss the 
future of the Ballardvale/Lowell 
Junction area. The Andover 
Townsman never sent a reporter to 
cover the meetings. It is unfortu- 
nate that the broader Andover 
community did not get the benefit 
of those discussions. 

The warrant article submitted 
this year seeks funds for the con- 
struction of pedestrian safety and 
traffic-calming measures identi-

Volunteer not willing to bury Peabody Museum of Archaeology at Phillips 


Editor, Townsman: 

I was shocked when I recently learned 
that a local treasure, the Robert S. Peabody 
Museum of Archaeology at Phillips Acade- 
my, is being threatened (“Museum’s future 
in question,” Townsman, Jan. 31). It is a 
venerable institution that just celebrated its 
first 100 years since its founding in 1901. 
I'm a volunteer there, and like many others 
who contribute their time to the Peabody, I 
derive a sense of fulfillment through 
advancing awareness of the science of 
archaeology. 

We volunteers at the RSPM are proud of 
our ability to bring our knowledge of the 
ancient and historical past to local schools, 
colleges, and civic organizations. 

My greatest joy is when I can arouse 
curiosity in young minds and see how kids

enjoy learning what my experience at the 
museum has taught me. I enjoy sharing it 
with them. Young people love science when 
a genuine effort is made to teach them. And 
what better time than now, since our presi- 
dent has committed himself to the advance- 
ment of education? 

I'd like to answer that call by continuing 
to share my love of archaeology and history 
with those who are willing to learn from my 
experience. Even though the economy is 
not great, now is the worst possible time to 
cut back on the work that Robert S. 
Peabody Museum of Archaeology has the 
ability and desire to do. 

Within my own memory, the Peabody’s 
active volunteer program contributed to a 
highly successful study of the history and 
archaeology of the Shattuck Farm in West 


Andover. The publication of that work was 
the product of professional leadership at the 
museum, dedicated volunteer effort and col- 
laborative relations with local collectors. 
The contribution of the amateurs who 
learned about archaeology at the Peabody 
has been recognized in the publications 
describing archaeological digs throughout 
the Americas during the past century. 

Thanks to the foresight of the financial 
genius and philanthropist, George Peabody, 
interest in archaeology and science educa- 
tion has soared. 

George Peabody is best remembered for 
his founding of the Peabody Museum of 
Natural History at Yale, the Peabody Muse- 
um of Archaeology and Ethnology at Har- 
vard, the Peabody Museum in Salem, and 
libraries and schools in New England and 


the southern states, as well as in England. 
The people who named the town of 
Peabody, Massachusetts in his honor recog- 
nized George Peabody’s genius. 

George passed on his love of learning 
and archaeology to his nephew, Robert S. 
Peabody (Class of 1857), who founded the 
museum in Andover on the Phillips Acade- 
my campus. He believed that his legacy 
would be safe at Phillips Academy, his alma 
mater, and an institution with a strong tradi- 
tion of non sibi (PA’s motto, which means 
“not for self”). 

The Robert S. Peabody Museum of 
Archaeology is too much of a treasure to 
Andover to risk losing it!

[ am upset with the police 
chiefs of our local towns deciding 
they should require a family 
physician's approval before allow- 
ing a permit to carry a gun in self 
defense. Just what kind of evalua- 
tion is the doctor able to give if it 
is not “medical or psychological”? 
Why should the cost of a doctor’s 
office be added to a license? Just 
what makes them think everyone 
has a family physician? What 
makes them think a physician is 
knowledgeable in law enforce- 
ment? 

This is an abuse of power. 


Self defense is a basic human 
right. 

Adding more and more restric- 
tions on the law-abiding does 
absolutely nothing to stop those 
who ignore laws. It never has. The 
best deterrent is criminals know- 
ing their potential victims might 
possibly be armed. The terrorists 
on Sept. 11 were obeying the “reg- 
ulations.” They did not have guns. 
When they passed the airlines’ 
restrictions, they were sure a mere 
plastic knife could be effective 
enough to cause thousands of 
deaths. 

No one has to carry a gun. 
There is an overabundance of reg- 
ulations in place now. The frenzy 
of eroding the Constitution will 
not solve anything. Our forefa- 
thers knew what they were doing. 
The police chiefs’ “good” inten- 
tions can only increase evil results.

Transplant for twins 


has AHS’ attention 


Leukemia patient gets sister’s marrow 


By Judy Wakefield 

In a fitting tribute, Andover 
High students decorated the 
school’s chain-link fence to let 
twins Alexandra and Arianna Mil- 
lotis know their school was root- 
ing for them during their bone- 
marrow transplant operation. 

The 16-year-old sophomores 
underwent the operation last Fri- 
day at Children’s Hospital in 
Boston. 

The school is known for its 
“fence messages” to mark impor- 
tant happenings and to pay tribute 
to important events. This time, the 
fence message made out of cups 
is: “AM2 (the girls’ initials. 
squared); Alex, Ari, We Love 
You!” 

The twins’ father, Mark Milio- 
tis, called the gesture absolutely 
perfect. 

“To have this response from the 
school is very heartening for 
Alex,” he said. 

While it is too soon to measure 
the operation’s success, he said. 
“Arianna is a perfect match and 
we are not expecting a rejection.” 

Alex is battling a rare form of 
cancer and Arianna, her identical 
twin, is a perfect bone-marrow 
match.

Avid athletes, the twins are mem- 
bers of the girls junior varsity bas- 
ketball team. Team members are 
especially cheering for the twins, 
making frequent visits to Alex’s 
hospital room, wearing “Alex’s 
team” T-shirts to every game, and 
posting an undefeated season so 
far, which has been dedicated to 
Alex. 

Mark Miliotis said students at 
Andover High bought 50 more 
“Alex’s team” T-shirts and the 
video tapes of life around the 
school keep arriving at the hospi- 
tal. 

Many students wore the T- 
Shirts to school last Friday and 
even gave some to Children’s 
Hospital nurses, who wear them 
regularly. 

Arianna was released from the 
hospital on Saturday and planned 
to play basketball this week. Alex 
still has a tough road ahead.

Whether an ambulance with EMTs or more highly- 
will be paying more for an ambulance and other 
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Andover raises its rates to match those of private industry. 


A more expensive ride 


Fees rise about $100 for some life-support services 


By Ben Hellman 

A resident who needs an 
ambulance because he fears he 
may have broken his leg falling 
on a patch of ice in town, or 
because of a heart attack, will be 
breaking open his wallet a bit 
wider to pay for emergency ser- 
vice such as an ambulance ride 
to the hospital. 

The Andover Fire Depart- 
ment is raising its fees for such 
services to bring their fees in 
line with what local, private 
ambulance companies are 
charging. The result is an 
increase of about $100 for any 
ambulance ride. The new fees 
have already taken effect. 

If an emergency medical 
technician is dispatched from 
Andover Fire Department, the 
accident victim’s bill will be 
$374 once the ambulance begins 
transporting him or her. If a res- 
ident experiences chest pains or 
some other life-threatening trau- 
ma, a paramedic from Lawrence 
General Hospital would proba- 
bly be sent and the hospital bills 
would start at $414.59. 

EMTs perform non-invasive 
medical procedures according to 
Andover firefighter Garrett Fer- 
ris. That means that an EMT 
won't even use a needle to give 
drugs intravenously. But an 
EMT can give oxygen or control 
bleeding. All Andover firefight- 
ers are EMT certified. 

When paramedics are dis- 
patched Ferris said it’s like hav- 


ing an emergency room on 
Wheels. Paramedics tend to 
respond to electrocutions, 
drownings and serious car acci- 
dents. Ferris said that Andover 
Fire Department may get to a 
scene before the Lawrence Gen- 
eral ambulance, but if the situa- 
tion is dire they will wait for the 
paramedics. “People ask why 
we wait. If it was my parents, I'd 
want them (to be cared for by 
paramedics),” he said. Likewise 
if the victim’s health is not in a 
critical situation that requires 
paramedics, they can be sent 
away from the scene without 
cost to the victim. 

The fire department's 
changes will not only raise 
ambulance fees. The meter also 
is running all the way to the hos-

pital. It costs $15 or $15.73 per 
mile for a ride with an EMT or 
paramedic, respectively. The 
previous cost was $10.52 per 
mile, regardless of whether para- 
medics or EMTs responded. If 
the patient requires defibrilla- 
tion, an extra charge of $124.37 
will show up on the patient’s 
bill. The previous charge to 
shock a patient’s heart was 
$100. If the patient needs help 
breathing and a paramedic intu- 
bates — or frees up the airway 
with a tube through the patient's 
throat — the new fee is $140, up 
from the previous $107.16. 

The fire department raised its 
rates because they had fallen 
below the Medicare standard. 
according to Lieutenant Barry

beat someone up in junior high 
school. Does that mean I should 
have been taken out of the school 
system?” said Shaughnessy.

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Carving speed from wood blocks 


Scouts make 5 ounces count in annual Pinewood Derby

It was only 7:30 a.m. on Saturday, 
but the Cub Scouts of packs 73, 76 and 
77 had their motors running. 

While the race cars weren't exactly 
mechanical — they’re carved out of 
pinewood blocks — the kids themselves 
were revved up for the tri-pack 
Pinewood Derby, held Feb. 2 at West 
Parish Hall. 

It’s an annual event where Scouts 
and their parents take a block of wood 
and transform it into a sleek, snazzy 
racecar, molded to whip down the 
track and whiz past the competition. 

John Pugliese, father of Nicholas 
and Marc Pugliese, both members of 
Pack 73, got to enjoy some father-and- 
son time creating two of the winning 
Cars. 

“We're fortunate that we have some 
power tools,” he says. “And they used 
a chisel and a knife to get the final 
shape. And then there’s lots of sand- 
ing. That’s the part they hate the most.” 

Of course, the real secret weapon is 
the number of quarters and nickels that 
scouts can tape to the bottoms of their 
cars to make them weigh up to, but no 
more than, the permitted five ounces. 

“It’s all gravity,” says David Shuh, 
derby chairman and assistant Cubmas- 
ter. 

Others might say the artistry is just 
as important. Take the Viper Scale, for 
example, which Cub Scout Matthew 
Dorros cut to resemble a curved snake 
tail and painted with flashing silver 
and black. He went on to win coolest 
shape. 

“We had Harry Potter cars, we had 
patriotic themes,” says Shuh. “Most of 
the kids go for the shape that they 
think looks the coolest.” 

The day of truth comes when all 
scouts line up their cars at the starting 
gate. They gather around the 32-foot- 
long track and hold their breaths. And 
they’re off. 

“Races are won by thousandths of a 
second,” says Shuh. “It’s science, com- 
petition, it’s teamwork with your par- 
ents or dad.” 

Marc Pugliese, 8, knows just how 
intricate and complex the races are. 

“The funnest part is racing. The

I liked him right from the begin- 
ning. His easy lope, his easy smile,

Not yet 
tainted. Not yet scared. No pressure 
here because who expects anything 
from this kid whom nobody’s really 
noticed?

I remember clearly the game that 

Brady came in to take over for the 
| injured Bledsoe. Don’t ask me how 
many passes he completed that day 
or who the Patriots might have been 
playing.

| on one image: that of this young 
| quarterback jumping up and down 
| on the sidelines after the game as if

| dinky hometown high school team 
instead of the New England Patriots. 

And along with Brady’s childlike 

glee is this picture of all these other

quarterback. When I saw how 
Brady’s natural joy affected the rest 
of his players, I knew that he was

And as much as I’ve com- 
plained in the past that Drew Bled- 
soe’s shoes seem to be filled with 
cement, he, too, came through for 
the Patriots this year with grace and 
dignity. 

But the kid who didn’t even play 
football until he was a sophomore in 
high school, the kid who has only 
played in 19 professional football 
games, the kid who only makes 
$300,000 a year, the kid who until 
Sunday night only owned a Dodge 
Ram pickup — he’s got to be one of 
the main reasons fans all over New 
England are glowing and grinning 
like giddy kindergarteners them- 
selves. 

When Brady was 
handed the keys to a brand new 
Cadillac after the Super Bow! victo- 
ry, he looked genuinely surprised 
and asked, “Are these for me?” 
When the announcer told him that 
yes, the new car was his, he shook 
his head and said, “No, this car isn’t 
going to be just mine. It'll be for the 
whole team. A team car.” 

I believe Brady meant that. But 
the problem is this: Will he be able 
to maintain his humility and his 
sense of gratitude now that he’s a 
superstar? A few weeks ago, he 
admitted that life had been much 
simpler, much easier before he 
became the starting quarterback for 
the Patriots. How will he be able to 
keep his freshness, his apparent 
wide-eyed innocence now that he’s 
performing on center stage? 

Few superstars have been able to 
do that - to keep their spirits and 
their souls intact against the tumul- 
tuous tide of fame and fortune. It’s 
as if some invisible force sneaks in 
along with success — an insatiable 
greed, perhaps — and swallows up 
even the best of us. 

Perhaps, though, Tom Brady will 
magically defeat the odds. Perhaps 
he’ll be the rare success story whose 
ending is even more spectacular 
than its beginning. If he could man- 
age that, nothing — not even his dim- 
ple — would delight this fan more.

Village Sampler’s basement location vacated in the sinking economy

After more than a decade of business, 
Village Sampler at the corner of Chest- 
nut and Bartlet streets has closed its 
doors. 

The basement gift shop, whose park- 
ing lot faced Bartlet Street, was fre- 
quented by downtown shoppers and 
lunch-time strollers, says co-owner 
Karen Kramer. 

But things were never the same after 
last spring’s floodwaters rose 11 inches 
into the basement store. Most of the 
businesses and homes that saw the 
waters rise up highest were located in 
Shawsheen and on North Main Street. 
But some of the properties located on 
higher ground, like Village Sampler, still 
felt the effects, says Kramer. 

She vividly remembers the day she 
found the store submerged, merchandise 
floating and ruined.

If it’s time to change your 
tires, and you're thinking about 
options that could spruce up 
your car’s “curb appeal,” 
there’s a mathematical equation 
called The Plus Concept that 
will help you. It helps calculate 
What size tires you'll need if 
you put bigger rims on your car 
or truck. 

A low sidewall width — or 
aspect ratio — is the key ques- 
tion for style-conscious auto- 
motive enthusiasts, who want to 
put the biggest possible wheel 
on their vehicles. Since wheel 
openings are a finite amount of 
space, the tires that fit on those 
Wheels must sacrifice some- 
thing in sidewall width to keep 
everything in the right propor- 
tions. 

Until as recently as a few 
years ago, 16-inch wheels were 
considered cutting edge, even 
on the most radical sports cars. 
Now, 16-inchers are just about 
standard. Seventeen-inch 
wheels are not that uncommon, 
and many 2001 auto show mod- 
els are sporting 20-inch wheels. 
Where is this all going? 


How low can you go? 

First, we need to explain tire 
nomenclature. Let’s take a 
225/SSZR-16, which is the 
stock tire on BMW’s 540i. The 
first number — 225 — is the tread 
width, in millimeters. The sec- 
ond number is “aspect ratio,” 
which is 55 percent of the tread 
width, or the height of the side- 
wall (in this case, that’s 124 
mm, or about 4.9 inches). The 
letter “Z” is the speed rating, 
signifying the tire’s high-speed 
capabilities (either 149, 168 or

Pump up your 
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186 mph — “Z” being the rating 
for the highest speed). 

An aspect ratio of 55 is con- 
sidered pretty low, especially in 
relation to a 225 mm width : : 
(although some sport sedans | ae 
now come stock with 45s). 
Aspect ratios used to be up in 
the 60s and 70s until a few 
years ago. The traditional think- 
ing was that you needed a big, 
fat sidewall to stand up to pot- 
holes, broken pavement and 
other bumps in the roadways of 
life. 

All that is changing now. Big 
wheels are red-hot fashion 
Statements. Wheel companies 
are making large bucks, in addi- 
tion to large rims. And unless 
you want your vehicle to look 
like “mud-dogger,” the swamp 
buggy racer, you have to trade 
off something in sidewall width. 
You can’t go too far in the other 
direction without venturing into 
lowrider territory. 

The ideal configuration is to 
retain the circumference of 
your vehicle’s stock tire. The 
payoff for doing things right, 
besides optimum appearance 
for your car, is preserving such 
worthwhile parameters as your 
car’s gearing, speedometer cali- 
bration, suspension geometry, 
vertical clearance and ride 
height. 

The Plus Concept calculates 
how to reduce a tire’s aspect 
ratio, as wheel size is increased, 
while maintaining the same 
Overall tire diameter. 

As an example, let’s take a 
235/45ZR-17 tire. Its section 
height (i.e., 45 percent aspect 
ratio of 235 mm) is 106 mm. 
Double that number to 212 mm 
(about 8.3 inches). Including its 
17-wheel, the wheel’s overall

diameter is 25.3 inches. (To get 
the circumference, multiply 
diameter by Pi.) 

That 235/45 is about a 1/2- 
inch shorter in diameter — about 
2 percent less — than the stock 
S40i’s_ 225/55ZR-16 we men- 
tioned earlier. 

(Circumference, then, is off 
by the same percentage.) Two 
percent isn’t much, so under 
The Plus Concept, this is a 
legitimate “plus one” — that is, 
going up | inch in wheel size, 
and going down a commensu- 
rate amount in tire size. 

Why not just skimp and 
choose a cheaper 225/45ZR-16 
ire, without going up to a 17- 
inch wheel? For one thing, the 
overall diameter and circumfer- 
ence would have been off by 7 
percent — which is a big deal. 
Besides throwing your gearing 
and suspension significantly 
off, the tires would look way 
smaller, leaving big gaps in the 
wheel wells. 

Let's consider also a “plus 
two” — going up 2 inches in rim 
size — and a “plus three” - 
going (you guessed it!) to a 3- 
inch larger wheel. The “plus 
two” choice for our BMW 540i 
would be a 235/40ZR-18. The 
“plus three” tire gets a little 
more complicated, with differ- 
ent sizes being prescribed for 
the front and rear: 245/35ZR-19 
and 275/30/ZR-19, respective- 
ly. (The reasoning for this is 
that the 540i, a rear-wheel-drive 
car, can handle the wider 
275/30s on the back; the nar- 
rower 245s have to steer the car 
and are better suited to tasks 
like clearance in the front wheel 
wells and turning radius.) 

These tires were chosen to 
yield circumferences __ that

remain close to stock (in fact. 
the 275s on the “plus three” 
rear tire example exactly equal 
the stock numbers). 

Another consideration _ is 
weight. Even the lightest- weight 
wheel is more dense than tire 
material (not to mention “air’), 
Hence, the lower the profile of 
the tire, along with the larger 
wheel, the heavier the tire/wheel 
package will be. For instance. 
the “plus three” combinations 
on 19-inch wheels is roughly 25 
percent heavier than the stock 
225/55s on 16-inch wheels (or a 
total of 45 pounds heavier, for 
all four wheels and tires). This is 
bad news for suspension dynam- 
ics; a major hit on “unsprung 
weight” — that is, weight out- 
board of the springs. Remember, 
the possibility of damage (i.e., 
broken wheels, skewed align- 
ment and bent parts) increases 
with wheel size and diminishing 
tire aspect ratios. 

There are also performance 
considerations. Of the 16-, 17-, 
[8- and 19-inch examples 
we ve cited, the 17-inch combo 
exhibited the best skidpad num- 
bers as well as the shortest wet 
braking distances. In the 
slalom, however, the 19-inchers 
easily came up with the best 
numbers. 

Concerned about trade-offs 
like more noise or a harsher, 
bumpier ride? Tire technology 
has progressed so much recent- 
ly, comfort differences are a 
nonissue. 

So, the traditional trade-offs 
of tire profile selection — per- 
formance, comfort and noise — 
seem to have gone “poof.” 

With enough money, custom 
wheel enthusiasts can have it 
all: looking good, as well as 
feeling good. Just stay with the 
concept — The Plus Concept.
